The latest advices from Laramie
confirm the report that the Indian war has com-
menced with untold fury, Another tram has
just been captured betweon Reno and Larame,
and the stock run off into the mountams. The
18th United States Infaatry has been repulsed
by the Indians north of  Fort Remo. Whole
trains of emigrants are flecing from the moun-
tam valleys to the States on account of Indian
dangers, The commanding officer at Fort
Latamie writes that he hopes the hostiities will
be delayed until troops can arrive,

! He says the tn-atr was not sizned by the
Chiofs, and that he dare not waste his streneth
at present. The Indians have stolen all the
stock around Reno and Laramle, not Govern-
ment, snd conelderable of that.
